Law for NPA 
Annexation 


Menlo Park’ city council Tuesday 
night passed the ordinance neces- 
Sary to accept annexation of the 
North Palo Alto area. It then direct- 
ed City Manager C. L. Longson to 
Tush the papers to Sacramento by 
car Thursday so that the action 
could become effective as soon as 
possible. 

The council action was taken in a 
Special adjourned session of last 
week’s regular meeting. Normally 
the council would not have been in 
until next 
week. 

With an emergency provision in 
the ordinance, however, citing the 
need for prompt application of city 
building supervision and law en- 
forcement, annexation can become 
final es scon as the papers are filed 
by the Secretary cf State. 

Following the council's. action. 
John R. Chaffet of 208 Concord 
drive, North Palo Alto, rcse from the 
audience to say, “As a resident of 

Nerth Palo Alto—nmcw Menlo Park— 

I want to say how happy we are to 
be members of your community.” 

As the only other busness on its 
official agenda Tuesday night, the 
city council also passed an ordin- 
ance raising the seid of the city 
clerk from $250 to $300 a month.

Menlo Park planning commissicn- 
ers Monday night approved plans 
fora new supermarket to be con- 
structed at El Camino Real and 
Middle avenue and once again de- 
ferred action on relocation of bill- 
boards facing the highway.

Installation of the Menlo Park 
Sanitary district’s 15,000-foot sew- 
age interceptor line, to carry waste 
to the district’s sewage plant now 
under construction, was reported

es” this week. 


Report on the work was made by 
Cedric Webster, sanitary district 


the 24-inch pe 30-inch pipe was 
now underground, and that streets 
under which parts of the main are 
situated have been repaved. 


The line is to run from a Marsh 
road outfall to the pumping plant 
now under construction east of Bay- 
shore highway and from the pump- 
ing plant south through Belle Hav- 
en to the vicinity of the Menlo Park 
veterans’ hospital. 

The contractors working on the 
job, Lynch and McNear of San 
Francisco, are now doing an “extra 
work” job installing a connector 
from the southern end of the in- 
terceptor main to the Menlo Park 
veterans’ hospital, Webster manneh: 
ed. 

The veterans’ hospital’s flow of 
‘sewage is to be metered, to determ- 
ine the share of the cost of operat- 
ing the treatment plant which the 
government-agency will have to pay.

The question was asked when H. 
C. Carlton Jr. asked if he could ex- 
tend one of them to a height of 10 
feet, to allow him to convert a por- 
tion of his rear yard into a tennis 
court. Carlton is the owner of a 
home being built at 8 Reyna place. 


According to the ordinance gov- 
erning such things, the board said, 
a fence thus extended isn’t a fence 
any more—its a structure. 


This leads to complications, plan- 
ning Consultant Harold Wise and 
Building Inspector J. D. Steiger 
pointed out. 


For instance, if a tennis court 
enclosure is a “structure,” it must 
be set back from the property Inie 
a legal distance, and it must con- 
form to the city’s requirements as 
to how much of a rear yard may 
be “covered,” as in the case of gar- 
ages or other auxiliary buildings, 


Steiger pointed out that the ten- 
nis court, if surrounded by a 10-foot 
“fence” would constitute an “illegal 
Structure” since it would occupy

Next night after the city planning 
commission encountered its fence 
problem, the city council, too, ran 
into a fence. 

In informal session, councilmen 
heard a group of residents from the 
area. near San Francisquito creek 
present their case for a fence along 
the creek bank from El Camino Real 
to Arbor road to eliminate the dang- 
er of children falling into the gul- 
ley or beings hurt in cave-ins. 

City Manager C. L. Longson stated 

that,. since the benefit would be 
primarily to those living in the im- 
mediate area, the project should 
probably be undertaken through an 
assessment, district.

The board also discussed whether 
to have minutes of previous sessions 
read at their meetings, or duplicated 
and ‘distributed prior to meetings 
and only voted on at that time. 

The single “application for ac- 
tion” form is to be used for applica- 
tions of all sorts, such as for vari- 
ances, rezonings, use permits, and 
other matters which come before the 
board. 

Such a system was much simpler, 
in operation, than the use of sep- 
arate forms for the various types 
of applications, Wise told the: board. 
He displayed «pplication forms in 
use in other cities in explaining why 
he suggested the adoption of the 
“carryall” type. —

The Veterans’ Guide 


Korea War Vets 
Benefits Available 
Later This Year 


“Cal-Vet” home financing and 
_ state civil service preference for vet- 
erans of the Korean war have been 
written into the California statute 
books, but they will not actually be- 
-come available until some time late 
in September, according to Floyd D. 
-Granger, veterans service officer, 
San Mateo county. 

“Except in a few special cases,” 
Granger explained, “laws enacted by 
‘the California Legislature and ap- 
proved by the Governor do not go 
“§nto effect until 90 days after the 
legislature has adjourned. The cur- 
rent session will probably not be 
“adjourned much before June 23, the 
final date allowed by the constitu- 
tion.” 

What makes the situation con- 
fusing, he pointed out, is the dif- 
ferent practice with regard to fed- 
eral laws. These normally take ef- 
fect immediately upon approval 
by the president of the United 
States. 

- “The important thing for veter- 
ans interested in new state legisla- 
tion to remember,” he added, “is 


DISCUSSES TRAINING 


Chief Potter dscussed the train- 
ing course taken by the men, which 
included, besides patrol. work, such 
police subjects as.the collection of 
evidence and the presentation of 
testimony.

“A policeman never’ knows, 
when he turns a corner, whether 
or not he will be confronted with 
a situation in which he will be re- 
quired to make an arrest.

Sewage Flow 
Measuring Device 


Is Described 


With work being done on a line 
which will connect the Menlo Park 
vet@pans’ hospital with the Menlo 
Park sanitary district’s sewage treat- 
ment plant, the district’s officers 
this week explained the means to be 
used in measuring the amount of 
waste from the hospital which the 
district will treat. 

This is important, the district of- 
ficers explained, since the veterans’ 
administration is to ‘pay a share of 
the cost of operating the treatment 
plant in proportion to the amount of 
sewage which flows from the hos- 
pital. 

The device to be used in the meas- 
uring is to be of a type known as a 
“Parshall flume.” It is a simple de- 
vice having no moving parts, except 
for a clockwork mechanism. The 
flume is to be situated at veterans’ 
hospital. 

LONG BASIN 


Sanitary district Superintendent 
Cedric Webster described the de- 
vice as a sort of long open basin. 
The material to be measured flows 
in at one end and out at the other. 

The basin, though it has a flat 
bottem and flat sides, is not just 
an open basin. 

In the middle, the walls of the 
basin are brought closer together to 
form a constriction. 

At this narrow part of the tank, 
the flow of fluid is most easily meas- 
ured, if the dimensions of the nar- 
row part are accurately known. 

A float which rides on the top of 
the fluid at this point measures the 
rise and fall of the liquid—the “wat- 
er level’ in turn being determined 
by the amount of sewage flowing 
past that point. 

The float is connected by a series 
of levers to a ‘‘stylus” or pen which 
records the water level on a chart 
fastened to a revolving drum. 

That’s where the clockwork mech-
